A private dispatch from 
Greenwood was received here late this after- 
noon, which said all ‘‘quiet here,troops still up 
the river.” The governor has been trying all 
day to see CromweiJ, the negro ieader who 
arrived here last night, but without avail, 
Rasping the Rioters. 


New Or1eans, September 2.—Theo Times- 
Democrat, commenting editorially on the 
Gouldsboro riot, closes as follows: 

The subsequent act of vaudalism of burning the 
megro church, close to the scene of distur! anee, 
was a wanion atrucityin keeping with the similar 
crime of incendiarisia which occurred in the Gretna 
riot a few months ago. Whatever may be said of 
the inaiscriminate firing, not a word can be uttered 
in palliation or justification of this last grave ofiense’ 
It was a wanton, deliberate, detestable crimo®, 
and the mea who committed it are a 
disgrace to the state and theirrace. This who'e 
efiuir should be submitted to the most rigid investi- 
gation by local aud state authorities, and those who 
Can be pointed out and found responsible for it, 
should bo punished tothe very extremity of the 
law. We had hoped that the difficulties in the 
suburbs of this city on the other side of the river 
had been permanently settled. They have been 
born afresh, apparently by the same hoodlum ele- 
ment that undertook to clean out Gretna by the in- 
discriminate use of the shotgnn andtorch. It is 
time for the state autho ities to look into these trou- 
bles and see that the public peace is preserved, and 
that the rioters of both races are properly puuished,

Darwin Henry Touches a Live Wire and 
Drops Dead. 

New York, September 2.—Darwin A. 
Henry, superintendent of construction of the 
East River Electric Light company, at 421 
East One Hundred and Twenty-eighth street, 
was instantly killed this afternoon by a shock 
from a live electric wire inthe works of the 
company. He was an_ expert electrical 
engineer, twenty-eight years old. His father 
is Charles B. Henry, superintendent of the 
Stand Underground Cavle company, at Pitts- 
burg, Pa. Young Henry had gone to the 
switch board and imounied a ladder to adjust 
some wires that were out of order. He acci- 
dently placed his hand on a live wire.and fell 
dead. In his fall he touched other live wires. 
Both his hands and arms were badly burned. 
Medica! aid was sammoned, but without avail, 
It is said the current that struck Heury was 
31,000 volts in strength.

A Montana Town Destroyed 


St. Pau., September 35.—A special to the 
Pioneer Press from Great Falis, Mont., says: 
News has just been received that Barker was 
almost totally destroyed by fire yesterday. 
The fire started in the miners camp three doors 
below Zeigler’s house and swept from there up 
the valley burning ail the eastern portion of 
the camp. It is supposed that Ellis, his wife 
and four children lost their lives. There are 
also three men missing. Mr. Neibles lost sev-- 
enty tcns of hay, farm implements and every 
thing but his household goods. Barker is the 
business cepter of the entire Barker district 
aud is about sixty five miles southeast of 
Great Falls. Mineral deposits are on both 
east and west sides of the creek where most of 
the business was done. The place will be at 
once rebuilt.

Pitrspura, September 2.—The new em- 
ployes of the Allegheny Bessemer steel works, 
who took the places of the strikers last spring, 
struck today against the new scale presented 
by the firm. On Saturday the firm offered a 
scale to the cinployes by the acceptance of 
which the firm claimed more money could be 
made by the workers. Last night the scale 
Was presented to the men onthe night turn, 
but they refused to accept it andstruck. To- 
day the same thing was done by the day turn, 
and the millisidle. About five hundred men 
are affected.

MALIETOA’S RETURN. 


‘How Ue was Welcomed by His Subjects. 
Amity Between the two Kings. 

San Francisco, Cal., September 2.—A cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press at Apia, 
Samoa, gives the following account of the re- 
turn of Malictoa, king of Samoa. who was de- 
posed by the German naval forces, nearly two 
years ago, from his exile at Jaliut, Marshall 
Island, Sunday, August 18th. The German 
gunboat Wolffe arrived in the harbor at 2 
o’clock in the afternoon. When the vessel 
camé to anchor, Maletoa, was seen standing 
on deck. The flag of the returning monarch 
was immediately hoisted on shore and hearty 
cheers were given by American and English 
residents. Besides Malietea, three chiefs who 
Were deported with him—Manga, Asi, and 
Ling’s brother, Molii—were also aboard the 
Wolffe. No canoes wore allowed.to approach 
the vessel and it seemed hardly probable that 
the party would be landed that day. A little 
before dark, however, a number of natives were 
seen hnrrying in the direction of Matautu, 
where the German consulate was situated and 
it was ascertained that Majietoa and the chiefs 
were coming ashore on one of the Wolffe’s boats 
with Dr. Stuebel, and German Consul-General 
Folau, chief magistrate of Samoa, who had 
gone aboard an horr before. Quite a crowd of 
natives and a few white residents had as- 
sembled atthe spot where the landing was 
made. When the boat touched the beach, Dr. 
Stuebel sprang out and assisted Malictoa to 
land once more 

UPON HIS NATIVE SHORE. 

The latter was taken at once to Folau’s 

house, where he was followed by a number of 


people. 

The meeting between Malictoa and his rela 
tives was most affecting. Women fell on 
their knees and kissed his hands, and the 
whole party, including the king, were weeping 
allthe time. The greatest expressions of joy 
were heard, and all present extended sympa- 
thy to the monarch who had been carried off 
by the Germans and landed first at Cameroons, 
one of the most unhealthy spots in the world, 
and taken from there to Hamburg as a steer- 
age passenger, and then exiled on an island in 
the Marshall group, in company with three of 
the highest chiefs of Samoa. 

All of the returned party give the highest 
praise to Dr. C. Morgan, United States consul 
at Marshall island, and declare that had it not 

‘been for his assistance they would have suf- 
fered heavily. About half an hour after Ma- 
lietoa had arrived at the louse Mataafa, who 
had been reigning during his absence, arrived 
and greeted his relative most cordially. Ma 
lietoa seeins to be careworn and 

BROKEN DOWN IN HEALTH. 

While the residents present drank the health 
of the two menarchs an invitation was then 
given to attend an impromptu banquet. The 
greatest good will existed between the two 
Kings. Among those who called during the 
evening was ex United States Ccnsul Biack 
lock, who was warmly received by both. 

On the following day Malietca went to Ma- 
taafa’s house, where he was received with a 
royal salute. Thetwo kings will remain4n 
the same house for the present. <A perfect 
feeling of amity exists. Mataafa will retain 
control of affairs until a satisfactory settlement 
is made. The American schooner, Gena 
Swazy, lying in the harbor, hoisted Malietoa’s 
flag on the dag of his return. No formal ack- 
nowledgement of this kind was made by the 
Sophie or Wolffe. There was no American or 
British man-of-war in the harbor.

STRYCHNINE IN HiS WHISKY. 
Suicide of a Wotthliesa Man in Jackson- 
ville. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Sepiember 2.— 
A. Perry, living two miles out in the 
suburbs of cast Jacksonville, committed sui- 
cide early this evening by taking strychnine in 
a drink of whisky. He was a wiite man; well 
connected in his native state, North Carolina, 
but had been living in adultery here witha 
mulatto woman, named Celia Woods, for more 
than twenty years. Several children have 
been born-to him by this intimacy, one of 
whom, aboy of nine years, now lies at the 
point of death from a_ portion of the 
drugged whisky given him by Perry. 
Ten days ago Perry returned from a 
visit to relatives in North Carolina, taking a 
room) at Betellin’s hotel here, but he had been 
visiting the Woods woman daily. Tonight he 
went to her house, and soon afterward offered 
all the family a drink from the whisky flask 
which he took from his pocket. The boy took 
a draught, bat remarked that “it tasted 
titter.”’ One little girl took sonre, but imme- 
diately spat it out. This kept others of the 
family from tasting it. Perry then took a 
heavy drink, and in a few minutes afterwards 
went intoconvulsions. He had been drinking 
hard and was despondent. ‘The boy’s life may 

ossibly be saved. Verry’s sister, living in 

zewis, N. C., has been telegraphed for, and 

the authorities here are awaiting her arrival 
before disposing of the remains.

i MILLIONAIRE THAW ’S WILL.

A Number of Public and Private Beques!s 
are Made. 

PiTTspuRG, Pa., September 2.—The will of 
William Thaw, the dead millionaire railroad 
king, has just been probated. It occupies 
thirty-six pages of foolscap, typewritten, and 
was made July 5th of the present year. LHlis 
estate, except his coal lands, is divided into 
sixteen equal parts. Thecoal lands are to be 
held until all of his minor children become of 
age, when they are expected to be worth $13,- 
000,000. His wife gets  three-sixteenths 
of the estate, his ten children one- 
sixteenth each and from the remaining 
three-sixteenths are to be paid a large number 
of private and public bequests. Among the 
larger public legacies are as follows: Western 
University Pennsylvania, $100,000; Presbyte- 
rian Board of Home Missions, $20,000; foreign, 
$20,000 ; college board, £50,000; other Presby 
terian boards, $30,000; American board, 
$5,000. Pittsburg hospitals get an aggregate 
ef $100,000, both Protestant and Catholic in- 
stitutions being remembered. All debis of 
dependent friends are cancelled. 


FIRE IN A BOARDING HOUSE. 


An Excited Father Throws His Child From 
the Window. 


Cuicaao,Ill., September 2.—Fire was dis- 
covered about 1 o’clovck this morning in John 
Bianks’s saloon and boarding house, on College 
Grove avenue. Fifteen boarders were asleepin the 
rooms on the second floor, as were Blanks, bis 
wife and two-year-old daughter, and BPlanks’s 
mother, aged eighty. When the firemen arrived 
they found the boarders shouting for help, and 
some of them were about to drop from the windows. 
Blanks grabbed his child, and, not knowing what 
he was doing, hurled the little one through a win- 
dow to the crowd below. The cbild struck on the 
sidewalk and was picked up unconscious and with 
broken bones and terrible bruises, Police oftice:s 
safely rescued Mrs, Blanks’s mother. Some of the 
boarders were already paitially overcome by the 
smoke, and, as the fire was making swift headway, 
they had to be dragged from their beds. They were 
safely landed, The pecuniary loss is about $8,000.

THE ARMY Of STRIKERS IN 
DON. 


SYMPATHY FOR THE DOCKMEN 
Several Propositions Made, But None Ac- 
cepted—Cesnt tributions Sent in From 
Other Places. 


Lonpon, September 2.—The great strike is 
still in force. The situation of attairs this 
morning may be said to be unchanged. 
Neither side has made a move yet today, and 
itis not given to say now what the day may 
bring forth. There are signs of grumbling 
among the strikers over the division of the re- 
lief funds. The stevedores complain that they 
are not receiving their proper share of the 
funds. But the men generally stand firm, and 
there is nothing like serious disaffection in the 
ranks. 

Three thousand tailors struck this morning. 

RUNNING THE WORKERS OFF. 

A mob composed of about 800 strikers in- 
vaded Albert docks this afternoon and com- 
pelled the workmen there to cease their labors. 
No damage was done to the property. A dep- 
utation of ship owners, representing eighty of 
the leading houses in the Metropolitan dis- 
trict, waited upon officials of the dock com- 
panies today and urged upon them to give the 
shippers power to make their own arrange- 
ments with men for the discharge and loading 
of vessels. Mr. Norwood, chairman of the 
joint “docks committee, appealed to the ship- 
pers not to press their request, as to grant it 
would be impossible without conceding points 
which the companies are fighting against. At 
a mecting of the wharfingers, a resolution was 
adopted advising the strikers to accep{ the 
dock companies’ offer. 

The dock companies} express themselves as 
better satisfied with the aspect of affairs. They 
have increased the number of men at work, 
composed of strikers who have given up the 
fightt and new men. Officials of the companies 
state that plenty of labor would be obtainable 
if the strikers’ pickets were abolished. It is 
asserted that there is asplit among the strikers 
and that a small committee has been appointed 
looking to an abandonment of the strike. 

The Rochester coal whippers and barge men 
visited a largé number of the vessels if the 
river Midway and forcibly compel!od the men 
at work thereon to cease operations. 

MRS. GLADSTONE’S LIBERA LITY./ 

Mrs. Gladstone visited the scene of the 
strike yesterday and gave a check for the re- 
lief of the strikers. ‘The officials of the Com- 
mercial dock are refusing to admit more 
vessels for fear of liability for demurrage. 

SYMPATHY FROM AMERICA. 

PHILADELPHIA, September 2,—At the con- 
clusion of the picnic given in celebration of 
labor day, today, the United Labor League 
held a meeting, at which it was decided to 
forward the following cablegram to Jolin 
Burns, chairman of the striking: laborers in 
Loudon: 

“Jo gohn Berns, Chairman Committee of Strikers, 
London; The organized working people of Phila- 
delphia, on labor day assembled, send greeting and 
“Vopathy tothe striking workingmen of London, 
Let no compromise stultiiy absolute justice.’’ 

visi Bite 
SUFFERING AT AN END. 
The Miners and Operators of Illinois Agree 
on Terms. 

JOLIET, I1., September 2.—A conference of 
coal miners and coal operators was heid here 
this afternoon in settlement of the Wages 
troubles throughout the northern L[}linois coal 
fields, and an early resumption of work, ex 
cept in minesof W. L. Scott. The operators, 
aliof whom were represented, barring Mr, 
Scott, gave their ultimatum about five p. m. 
after two hours executive session. Their 
terms were a reduction of 74 cents 
a ton; no discount on company store orders; a 
reduction of fifty per cent in tocol sharpening 
in all fields except the Streator aud the sale of 
coal to miners at the cost of putting it on the 
cars. The miners considered the proposition 
until late this evening and finally resolved to 
accept it. The workmen desired in addition 
the item of rent free during the existence of 
the strike and no victimizing on going to work. 
The operators refused to embody tnese points 
in the agreement but stated privately to 
miners that the result would be as desired. 

LEE ELEN ESOT 
LABOR DAY CELEBRATIONS, 
Parades, Picnics and Games—Merry Making 
at the Parks. 

PHILADELPHIA, September 2.—Delightful 
weather favured the first observance in this 
city of labor day. Banks and exchanges were 
closed as were nearly all the mills and facto- 
ries. The principal celebrations of the day 


-were the picnic of the United Labor league at 


Rising Sun park, a parade and Scottish games 
at Pastime park of the Caledonian club and the 
picnic of the German federation of trades at 
Schuetzen’ park, Camden. At Rising Sun 
park, after dancing and other sports, a number 
of speakers addressed the assemblage on the 
eight hour question. Nearly all stores and 
business establishments in the city were closed 
in the afternoon. 
NOT GENERAL IN NEW YORK. 

Niw York, September 2.—Labor day here 
was ushered in by bright sunshine. From 
early morning the streets were crowded by the 
sturdy sons of toil. It was noticed, however, 
that larye numbers of working girls trudged 
along as usual with their lunch in hand. Ina 
majority of cases it was found they worked 
in cigar factories and other concerns, the own- 
ers of which had no respect for labor day. On 
the east side of town it was also noticeable 
that many factories blew their seven o’clock 
whistles. All the exchanges were closed and 
the custom house was kept open from 9 to 10 
o’clock, purely for clearance purposes. 

GIFTS FROM A BALLOON. 

Boston, September 2.—At 4p. m. the bal- 
loon Bijou made an ascension in the common 
in charge of Professor Ezra Allen, of Provi- 
dence, who was accompanied by John W. Se- 
vere. Professor Allen estimates thut there 
were over 80.000 people on the common and 
streets adjacent. Clothing, hats, three paid 
up $1,000 life insurance policies, an order for a 
silver tea set and other articles were thrown 
into the crowd from the balloon. The balloon 
rose about two miles, landing safely at 5:30 at 
Winthrop bridge, about four miles from Bos- 
ton. 

CELERATED IN CHICAGO. 

CHIcAGco, September 2.— Labor day was hon- 
ored in this city today by two processions and 
numberless picnics. The largest procession 
was that of the trades and Jabor assembly in 
which thousands of men marched to the music 
of numerous bands. 
parade the participants proceeded to Kunn’s 
park. The trades taking part in this celebra- 
tion were printers, switchmen, horse-shoers, 
carpenters, wood carvers, iron moulders, gas 
fitters, machtmery constructors, harness 
makers, brick layers, stone cutters, cigar 
makers and waiters. s 

| RAIN IN CINCINNATI. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, September 2.—Obser - 
vance of labor day here has been obstructed 
by rain, which began falling in the night and 
kept on untilafter 12 o’clock. A parade for 
this afternoon bas been arranged, followed by 
a picnic at one of the hill top resorts. 

Against the Label. 

Str. Lous, Mo., September 2.—In the United 
States circuit court today, Judge Thayer ren- 
dered a decision to the effect that the counter- 
feiting of the union label used on cigars cannot 
be prevented or punished. This ruling will 
affect the cigarmakers’ organization in the 
United States and Canada, it is claimed;very 
seriously, as it practically decides that their 
label is of no value whatever.

A SERIES OF QUESTIONS 


To be Asked of.the Talesmen in the Cronin 
Murder Trial, 

_Cuicaao, Ill., September 2.—The examina- 
tion of talesmen, with the view of determin- 
ing their fitness or unfitness to serve as jurors 
in the Cronin case was resumed in the crimi- 
nal court this morning. The entire forenoon 
-Was occupied by arguments for the defense, 
who asked the court to broaden the scope of 
allowable questions to be asked inthe exami- 
nation of talesmen. It was finally arranged 
that a set of questions should be prepared and 
submitted to the court. 

At the opening of the afternoon session, the 
following questions, which had been sub- 
mitted to the state by counsel for the defense, 
wer@ presented by State’s Attorney Longe- 
neckerto the court; the state not having de- 
cided upon its acceptance of line of interroga- 
tive proposed. 

@° Have you .now, or have you ever 
had@n opinion that during the year 1859, a se- 
lectscommitteo was appointed by camp 20 of 
the $o-called Clan-na Gael society, or some 
ofiicér of said camp, to examine the deceased 
Dr. Gronin, for any supposed offense ? 

().. Have you formed any opimion as to 
whether or not the alleged murder of Dr. Cro- 
nig wasin pursuance of the action or finding 
of a secret committee appointed by said camp 
number twenty or its officers, or any of them, 
to try said Cronin for any supposed offense ? 

@. Haye you formed any opinion as to 
whether or not Dr. Cronin was killed in the 
Carlson cottage. ? 

Q@. Have you an opinion as to whether or 
not a trunk was used in removing the sup- 
poséd remains of Dr. Cronin from the Carlson 
cottage to the catch-basin ?

MIKE MAHER’S CASE 18S DIS- 
CUSSED, 


AND A FINAL DECISION REACHED

Veterans Decide to Allow Mr. Maher 
to Resign and Mr. Conley to Retain 
His Membership. 


The Conley-Maher case is settled at last— 
for a time at least. 

And Mr. Maher is out but Mr. Conley is in, 

How iong Mr. Conley will stay in is not 
certain, for it was only after great difficulty 


tabled at last night’s meeting of the confed- 
erate veterans, 

But while Mr. Maher is out, he withdrew 
of his own accord, and with only two or three 
dissenting votes. 

The meeting was alively one and the hall 
was filled with veterans, most of them anx 
ious for a peaceful and amicable settlement of 
the matter. Among those who spoke, the 
prevailing sentiment was that the harmony of 
the association was worth more than all things 
else, and should be maintained, even at the 
sacrifice of a dozen members. 

The charges of desertion against Mr. Maher, 
made by Mr. Conley, have been a fire brand in 
the association for a good while, and last 
night’s meeting was called especially to dis- 
pose of the matter. It has come up time and 
again, but has always been postponed for one 
reason or another. 

The First Gun. 

President Calhoun called the meeting to or- 
der. Just athis night,in the same place he 
has always sat when-the matter was before the 
association,was Mr, John.L. Conley, and a few 
yards in front of him sat Mr. Maher. During 
the whole discussion neither gentleman said a 
word, except once, when Mr. Maher inter- 
rupted one of the speakers by an exclamation 
of some sort, but which was not understood by 
anyone but himself. 

Mr. Conley looked as though he had had 
enough of the thing, and Mr. Maher had the 
appearance of aman who was terribly bored 

Hostilities were begun by the reading of the 
following resolution by Secretary Edwards: 

Whereas, The evidence brought before the Con- 
federate Veterans’ association of Fulton county in 
the case of M. E. Maher, is of such a nature that we 
are satisfied that the said Maher obtained member- 
ship in said association iu violation of art. III, sec. 
1, of the constituiion of our association, which pro- 
vides that ‘‘Those only shall be aimitted to mem- 
bership who were honcrably discharscd, by parole 
or otherwise, from tule military service of the con- 
iederate states ;”’ 

And, whereas, According tothe affidavit of said 
M. E. Maher, and statements made by him at our 
last meeting, he was notso discharged trom the 
military service of the confederate states; be it 
therefore 

Resolved, That the right of membership of said 
M. E. Maher in the Confederate Ve@teraus’ associa- 
tion of Fulten county be, and the same is hereby 
withdrawn, and that his name be stricken from the 
roll of membership of : aid a-sociation. 

Be it further Resolved, Tiat this action is not 
based upon any charges heretofore made against 
said Maher, but upon the fact that he was not enti- 
tled to become a member under our constitution, 
and therefore his so-called membership is hereby 
declared null and void. 

The last words were scarcely out of the sec- 
retary’s mouth when Dr. Amos Fox, who was 
sitting near by, handed up this substitute: 

THE FIRE BRAND. 

And, Whereas, Jate developments and publica: 
tious inthe press made by John L. Conley, goto 
show that he is endcavoring to use this association 
to accomplish his own personal malice in violation 
of article 2, section 1, of onr constitution, thereby 
bringing the Coniederate Veterans’ association into 
his private quarrels to the detriment of the said as- 
80C12110N1. 

Be it therefore resolved, That the association re- 
quests the said John L. Conley to terder his resig- 
nation as @ member of said association, and that 
the same will be acceptsd. 

Dr. Fox wanted the resolutions acted on at 
once, but Captain Colquitt opened the discus- 
sion by urging that no member be allowed to 
speak more than once or longer than fifteen 
minutes. When he closed the doctor again 
called for the yote, but this time it was Colonel 
R. L. Rodgers who had the floor. 

Colonel Rodgers spoke earnest!y in favor of 
eliminating all feeling or passion from what 
action might be taken, and showed why Mr. 
Maher should be treated with consideration 
If he was a deserter he ought to be expelled, 
but if he was not he was entitled to fellowship 
in the association. ‘That he had been a con- 
federate soldier was never denied, and, on that 
account, he urged that the association use 
moderation in its proceedings. 

Dr. D’Alvigny fired the next shot. He 
stood just behind Mr. Maher, and while 
speaking, his denunciations of desertion and 
of Mr. Maher, was hurled literally in that 
gentleman’s ear. He took Mr. Maher up from 
the time when he entered the confederate ser- 
vice, followed him through Nashville where 
he was working for the United States govern- 
ment, down to his relations with Mr. John L. 
Conley and the Post-Appeal. He became 
yery inuch excited, and spoke of Mr. Maher 
and his private business transactions in such 
terms that he was rapped to order several 
times by the president. 

“All right; I give that for what it is worth. 
If Mike Maher wasn’t a deserter I don’t know 
one,’’ exclaimed the speaker, as he sat down, 
after being called to order. 

MR. MAHER RESIGNS. 

At this point Captain George B. Forbes 
came to the rescue with a resolution tendering 
Mr. Maher's resignation and at the same time 
accepting it by the association. 

Captain Forbes prefaced the introduction of 
his resolution by a strong appeal for harmony 
in the ranks of the veterans, He was neither 
the champion of Mr. Maher nor Mr. Conley, 
but thought the peace of the association was 
worth more than any twomen in it. There 
was no way toayoid -a struggle except, in his 
opinion, by the adoption of asimiiar measure 
to that which he offered. 

“This thing has already brought. reproach 
upon the association. I hold in my hand a 
copy of a paper, in which an account of our 
meeting is headed: ‘War in the Camp.’ I 
protest against such as this, and while I make 
all due allowance I think such words do not 
treat us with the dignity that becomes con- 
federate veterans.”’ 

Captain Forbes then moved that Dr. Fox’s 
resolution be laid on the table, so that his 
could be taken up. On this the vote was 43 to 
29, and then the Forbes resolution was voted 
on. 

Dr. Fox and two or three others were the 
only ones who opposed the resolution allowing 
Mr. Maher to resign. 

After Mr. Maher had been disposed of Dr. 
Fox asked for permission to withdraw his res— 
olution asking for the resignation of Mr. Con- 
ley. 

‘A general melee followed, Colonel Garrison 
being finally recognized by the chair. He 
spoke long and lau aeeinat the withdrawal of 
the resolution. He was asked to withdraw 
his objection, but refused. 

This put the assaciation ina dilemma. Mr. 
Maher, against whom charges had been pre- 
ferred, had been allowed to honorably resign, 
but Mr. Conley, against whom there was 
nothing, was about to be censured by being 
asked to withdraw. 

COLONEL HULSEY TO THE RESCUER. 

Captain H. H. Colquitt made an eloquent 
appeal for Mr. Conley, and was seconded by 
Rev. T. P. Cleveland, chaplain of the associa 
tion.. They both urged that irreparable injus- 
tice would be done Mr. Conley if the resoln- 
tion was passed, or if it was not withdrawn. 

" Colonel Hulsey was the rescuer this time. 
He thought Mr. Conley should be given a fair 
opportunity to resign—he had no doub} that

Captain Colquitt was a ready second, and 
the troublesome scrap of paper was laid on the 
table with a thud, and the Conley-Maher case, 
one of the sensations of the day, came toa 
close.

Jones introduced a series of resolutions on the 
death of Mrs. Julia Thomas Christian. the 
only daughter of General Stonewall Jackson. 

The resolutions was adopted, and then Pres- 
ident Calhoun, after a few appropriate re- 
marks, announced the meeting adjourned.

THE NEW REGISTRATION LAW. 


How it Works at the County Tax Collector’s 
Oftice. 

The Rice registration law for Fulton county, 
which was enacted by the legislature last week, 
went into effect yesterday. 

A simpler aud more effective registration law 
could hardly have been devised. It, of course, puts 
the tax collector to a little extra trouble, but the 
work of that office will not be materially increased 
on that account. 

But aside from its simplicity, the law will make ft 
nexi to impossible for a voter to cast an !liegal bal- 
lot. It reduces the possibilitiesof so doing to a min- 
imum, and in the end cannot fail to prove of great 
value to the authorities, 

The tax collector fills at once that office and per- 
forms the duties ot registrar. Unless a man hag 
paid all the taxe« he has had an opportunity of pay- 
ing he cannot vote, for the registration lists and 
a books are made out at the same time aud mus® 

ally. 
HOW IT WORKS. 

“When aman oilers to pay his tax,’’ said Mr. 
Andy Stewart, the collector, “if he wants his re- 
ceipts stamped ‘registered,’ he must make oath to 
having been a resident of the state one year aud of 
Fulton county six months, Also that he has pai@ 
all taxes that he has had a chance to pay, and is in 
no other way disqualified to vote.’’ 

“Has any one paid up and registered under the 


new law yet?’ 

“Yes, several. The first was Mr. Murdock 
C. McDonand. We are not quite ready 
yet to get down to business, buf 
of course are glad to accommodate any who want 
7 Beg up, on account of leaving the city or the 

ike. 

“How do you manage tho work?”’ 

“Well, ifthe oath is made all right, we give @ 
regular tax receipt. This receipt has two stubs te 
it, and all three sections are stamped ‘registered.’ 
We keep both stubs and the tax payer the receipt. 
Then we havea registration book for each ward 
and precinct in the county. These books are made 
out from the receipt stubs, and a complete record 
of each voter is kept in them. When an election 
comes off we will turn our books over to the or- 
dinary, and from them he will make out his list of 
voters. You see by this unless a man has paid his 
taxes he can’t become registered, and if he is not 
registored he can’t vote.’’ 

“Suppose a man offers to pay his taxes but lacks 
a month or so of living in the county long enough 
to vote?”’ 

“In that case, I would give him a receipt, but 
would not stamp it ‘registered. When he had re- 
sided here the required length of time, I would reg~ 
ister him upon the presentation of the tax receipt I 
had previously given him.” 

Mr. Stewart is well pleased with the new law and 
thinks it will prove very cificient. 

SENATOR RICE TALKS. 

Senator Rice was asked about the new registrae 
tion law yesterday. 

‘““My object in preparing the measure,”’ 
‘was to forever prohibit illegal yoting in 
county.”’ 

‘Do you think it will be effectual ?"’ 

‘Most certainly, [ see no way tora 
illegally under it, every point 
guarded.”’ 

How?” 

‘In the first place the tax collector is the only 
registrar in the county, and then the constitution 
makes tax paying a qualification for registration.’ 

“Then its a case ofno tax, no register, and uo 
register, no vote?’ 

‘*Exactly.”’ 

“Suppose a man don’t have any tax to pay? 

“Well, auy person who is legaily qualified to vote 
and has no property end is over sixty yrars of age, 
niay apply to the registrarand receive a certilicate 
of registration, any other person who is legally 
qualified to yote and bas no property andis other- 
wise exempt from poli tax, may apply to the regis- 
trar of Fulton county and receive their certificate 
ofregistration. In allecases where affidavit is re- 
quired the registrar is authorized to administer the 
proper oath. 

‘‘And ifa porson failsto pay his tax before the 
books close?’ 

“Should any person fail to pay his tax and regis- 
ter before the close of the books of the tax coliectoz 
exccution will issve against him and be turned over 
to the sheriff for coliection, but he wiil have the 
right to pay off said execusion, and shall present 
the receipt giveu him by the sheriff. to the rezistrar 
to be properiy stamped ‘rezistered:’ but this must.be@ 
done tifteen days before an election.’’ 

“This bill,’’ continued Senator Rice, ‘‘has been 
copied by several counties already, and others have 
been tutroduced in the general assembly that are 
exact copies of mine.” 

“How do the people seem to like the bill?’ 

“They are well pleasel with it. 
had a great many people come 
and say that this was a much needed law for 
this county, and that they looked upon it asa per- 
fect bill. They thought, under the old law, that 
our registration was a great cost and of no practical 
value. I think I have passed a law that wii! creat« 
ly benefit and pleases the entire people of Fuiton 
county.’’§

The first section provides the duties of the 
mayor and mayor protem while presiding over 
the meetings of the general council and board 
of aldermen.

INCREASING THE WATER SUPPLY. 

The mayor is made ex-officio member of the 
board of health. 

The power to compel the owner of a_build- 
ing to place fireescapes on it whenever they 
deem it necessary is given to the mayor and 
general council. <A failure to respond to the 
notice on the partof the owner, agent, lessee 
or tenant in possession is liable to fine or im- 
prisonment or both. Upon the mayor and 

eneral council falls the duty of proscribing 
fire escape regulations. 

EXTENDING THE LIMITS. 

The territory outside the present corporate 
limits of the city, “adjacent toL. P. Grant 
park and from one mile in each and every 
direction from said park” is incorporated 
under the jurisdiction of the city. 

Section seven is the ong providing that ‘“‘the 
corporate limits of said city of Atlanta are 
hereby extended for all purposes and juris- 
diction of said city over and to embrace all the 
territory lying within one-fourth ofa mile of 
the present corporate limits in each and every 
direction from the present corporate line, so 
as to hereby provide that corporate limits of 
said city shall extend one mile and three- 
fourths in each and every direction from the 
present center of said city. But this extension of 
one-quarter of a mile shall not apply toany part 
of the incorporated town of West End, which 
shall vote asa whole on the question of be- 
coming incorporated, as a whole, in said city 
of Atlanta.’’ This section also provides for 
the manner of this _ election, ersons 
who have continually reside in 
West End for three months immedi 
ately previous to the election and who 
are otherwise qualified to vote for members of 
the general assembly. This election is to be 
held notearlier than thirty days, nor later 
than ninety days after the passage of this act. 
Registration is provided for; those residents of 
West End who have registered in the last 
genera] election not being required to register 
again, but special provision being made for 
those who have not soregistered. The ex- 
penses of thisis pald by the city of Atlanta. 
If the majority is “against extension,’ the 
extension will not be made; butif the ma- 
jority {favors extension, it requires only the 
proclamation of the ordinary to make all of 
West End a part of Atlanta. 

WHAT IS REQUIRED OF ATLANTA. 

Atianta doesn’t get this territory for nothing 
—if she gets it at all. 

Atlanta must assuine the debt of West End, 
but shall become the possessor of her interest 
in the school building and other property as 
belongs to the town, and shall pay for such 


part of the schoo! building as is not represented } 


in the public debt. Afterthe public debt is 
paid such balance as is due for property coming 
into the possession of the city shall be applied 
at once to the improvement of the streets of 
West End or in laying water mains. The city 
of Atlanta must establish the school building 
mentioned as a public school building, and 
shall during each of the next ten years apply 
all the taxes collected in West End only and 
for its benefit. ‘

The Caterpillar and the Cotton Crop. 

A little worm, not as large asa baby’s 
finger, is crawling over the green leaves of 
the cotton patches of the south. He is a 
fluffy fellow, light and feather-footed, and 
yet he makes more fuss in the world than 
an army thundering on its way, with ban- 
ners! The rasping of its teeth as they cut 
the leaf is heard round the world, and the 
web it weaves so noiselessly comes as & 
rumbling cloud. To England, its silent 
trespass means more than the advance of a 
Russian army on the English outposts in 
Asia, 

What is it doing? This terrible ma- 
rauder that never rests and never sleeps— 
but that day and night moves on with re- 
morseless appetite. It has appeared every- 
where. In fields from Texas to Carolina 
its filmy web is clouding the prospects, and 
its ceaseless march isbegun. What damage 
is it doing? It is hard to measure that. 
There is a tendency to over es- 
timate the damage to any growing crop, 
but in this case the conditions are all in 
favor of the caterpillar. The first crop of 
cotton in the lower part of the state is made 
and only the second cropisin danger. But, 
as our correspondents point out, the con- 
tinued rains are softening the plant and ex- 
posing it to the worm. 

Commissioner Kolb, of Alabama, declares 
ofticiaily that half of the crop of that state 
will be lost. In South Carolina the outlook 
is hardly better. But our dispatches speak 
for themselves. They show the situation to 
be grave, and the crop, on the fullness of 
which we had counted, to be still uncertain. 
In this crisis it is amatterof congratulation 
that Georgia has made more bread and meat 
this year than ever before. Even if our cot- 
ton crop is cut short, it will find Georgia 
with full barns and cribs and smoke houses 
for which we are duly thankful! 


A Park for North Atlanta. 

Hon. W. A. Hemphill’s _ resolution, 
offered in council yesterday, instructing the 
park committee to investigate the propriety 
of establishing a park in North Atlanta, 
should command favorable attention. 

Atlanta has committed the mistake of 
growing up without parks; and the absence 
of parks makes public amusements impossi- 
ble. The value of parks as breathing 
places in every city is admitted. Through 
the generosity of Colonel Grant, a magnifi- 
cent park has been established to the south 
of the city. The general council, at a re- 
cent meeting, has set aside nine acres in 
the western partof the city which, under 
the management of Chairman Kontz, will 
soon become a piace of beauty and pleasure. 

Alderman Hemphill’s idea is to give offi- 
cial sanction to a movement fora park in 
the northern part of the city, so that-citi- 
zens there may be encouraged to take steps 
in that direction. ‘Those who have an in- 
terest in the proposed park should confer 
with Chairman Kontz and Alderman Hemp- 
hill, so as to make the proposition a reality, 


Mayor Price’s Wide Range. 
Mayor Price, of Macon, is quoted as fol- 
Jows, in reply toa question as to whether 
or not he would sustain the late crusade of 
the Macon police against gambling dens in 


that city: 
The mayor expressed himself asin favor of clos- 


ing up the low dives where gambling is eonducted 
after the manner of robbery, and “ropers in” are 
employed to inveigie the unsophisticated and the 
stranger. The mayor says all classes of gambling 
can be Stopped, but the inference to be drawn irom 
his remarks is whetber extremes should be resorted 
to. hesays if he does take astand to make it ap< 
ply to all kinds of gaming that he will sweep the 
whole business, from church fairs to club rooms 
and from the gilded apartments to the lowest dens 
of iniquity. 

We really do not see why the wide range 


of Mayor Price’s proposed crusade should 
deter him from opening it at once. We 
have regarded church fairs and raffles as 
comparatively harmless affairs of chance. 
But if they stand in the way of the aboli- 
tion of the flagrant and dangerous gambling 
dens that are making Macon notorious, 
whether harmless or not, they should be 
cut down without delay and without mercy. 
Mayor Price has the confidence and esteem 
of the people of Macon, and is invincible in 
their suffrage. He can serve his peopleand 
his city by curtailing and controlling what 
is rapidly coming to be a blot on Macon’s 
fair name arfd a menace to her peace and 
prosperity. He should do this, even if the 
church fairs and rafiles at which he makes 
a pardonable thrust do have to go, | 


Two Important Steps for Atlanta. 

A bill passed the legislature yesterday 
that meansa great deal for Atlanta. It 
covered two points, 

1. The city charter is so amended as to 
allow the city to issue $250,000.in bonds. 
Just fifteen years ago the ‘‘committee of 
ninety’? prepared a charter in which the 
city was prohibited from issuing any bonds 
and was forced to reduce the debt by at 
least $25,000 every year. In that time 
nearly $500,000 of the debt has been paid. 
We are now to issue $250,000 Of new bonds, 
and increase the debt for the first time in 
fifteen years. 

We can well afford todo it. The city has 
nearly doubled in property and population. 
The income has quite doubled. ‘The rate of 
interest has been lowered from ten, eight 
and seven percent to four and a half and 
five per cent, thus vastly diminishing our 
‘fnterest account. The new bonds are to be 
issucd, it must be remembered, not for cur- 
rent expenses, but to buy waterworks with. 
It is for investment and ‘not for the pay- 
ment of extravagant appropriations or old 
balances. From this investment will come,

aiid increased income. The issuing of the 


bonds is wise and conservative and busi- 
ness-like. 

2. The old and fixed circle of three miles 
which has held Atlanta for forty years, is 
now made a circle of three and a half miles 
—except where West End cuts intoit. A 
quarter of a mile has been added elsewhere. 
This brings in perhaps, 4,000 people and 
$2,000,000 worth of property. It is left 
with West End to say whether or not she 
will come in by a vote under an election 
ordered by the ordinary. It is believed she 
willdoso. Ifshe does that will add about 
3,000 more people and about $1,000,000 more 
of property. Atlanta should have even larger 
area than this. So important a city should 
measure four miles across in every direction 
—and tothat limit the city will undoubt- 
edly grow in time. : 

Both of the measures noted above 
—and simply waiting the governor’s signa- 
ture to become law—are in the line of pro- 
gress and growth. They put Atianta many 
steps forward toward the great destiny our 
brave and great city is bound to fill.

POSTMASTER LE W18’8 CASE REFCRE 
THE CAPITAL CITY CLUB. 


A Special Meeting Called to Consider the 
Postimaster’s Recent Actions—The Propo- 
sition to Expel Wil be Fought.

THE RETURN OF THE CHILDREN TO 
THEIR SCHOOLS. 


The Accommodations Fall Far Short of the 
Demand—How the Books Were Bought— 
Among the Private Schools. 


The children crowded to the public school 
buildings, 

It was the beginning of the scholastic year, and 
such a rush was never known in Atlanta before. 
Early in the morning the work began, and by night 
& great number of the new scholars had not been 
assigned to their grades, 

There were 1,299 applications for children who 
were not in the schools last year. The parents of 
1,400 of these have settled in Atlanta during the 
past twelve months, 

Major Slaton said that every room was full 
aud he had applicaiions from four buudred 
white children and a thousand colored ones 
that he wasunable to accommodate. He said he 
would immediately report the facts to the presicent 
of the board of education and a called meciing 
would probably be held to take some action in the 
matter. 

During the summer the public schools have been 
enlarged and a new school for the colored children 
has been built, but the unprecedented increase of 
applications for admittance was so great that it was 
found impossibie to take them all in. 

The greatest number of the new scholars are very 
young and the lower grades are consequently the 
most crowded. The high school, however, 
will have a very large attendance. 
One hundred and eight boys applied for 
admission yesterday and three hundred young 
ladies. The heavy rain kept more away who will 
enter to-day. 

Some confusion has been caused, owing to the 
rocent order requiring every doctor to register his 
bame with Major statou before bis vaccination cer- 
iificates could be received, Several certificates 
were accepted yesterday, owing tothe pressing ne- 
cessity, ,from doctors who were not registered. 
Superintendent Staton is anxious, however, to 
get the medical men’s signatures in his book as 
s00N as possible. 

The rush for pubiic school books was greater 
than ever known, and many of the book dealers 
offered inducements to attract buyers to their stores, 
Richards & Sun presented a patent dry slate eraser 
and spongere, pencil or ruler with every purchase. 
Thornton & Grub made no presenis, Lester & Kubrt 
gave away ralers and pencils. Bolles & Buckner 
gave the smail children a toy book. The medinm 
grades receiyed a lock box containing a pen, a pencil 
andaslate pencil. The higher grades received a 
case contaunung a pen, pencil, siate pencil and 
eraser. The old book store gave away pencils and 
rulers, Miller & Co. gave away a scholar’s com- 
panion containing pen, pencil and ruler. Lewis 
bros, presented soda water tickets anda ruler to 
each purcha‘er of fifty cents worth of books. 

It was av adimated scene—that about the school 
bqildings and the bookstores. Tne children were 
bright and bappy in begining their school year. 
aud their enthusia m was everywhere felt,

Mrs. Crawley’s school, at Nos. 26and 27 Capitol 
avenue. showed a good attendance, and there was 
a general hubbub about the building as the little 
folks ranged themselves in their accustomed seats 
and took up the thread of the r tasks where it was 
broken oif by the summer vacation. 

At No. 28 Capitol avenue, Professor Looney's 
schoo] for boys opened with an exceptionally fine 
attendance, 

Miss McKinley’s graded school, at No, 252 West 
Peachtree street, is kuown as one of the most ex- 
cellent private schools in the city. 

This school opened with a_ very fine atten- 
dance yesterday morning, in spite of the rain. 
Miss McKinley started cut with the intention ot 
limiting the school to twenty-five pupils, but hay- 
ing sccured the services of her sister, Mrs. F. Scales, 
a teacher of loug experience, the limit has been in- 
creased to fifty.

Between Captain W, H. Harrison and Hon. 
WwW. S. Humphreys, of Breoks County— 
What Both Gentlemen Says 


Captain W. H. Harrison and Hon. W.S 
Humphreys, representative tur Brooks county, bad 
a personal altercation at the capitol yesterday. 

The scene of the affray was one of the rooms of 
the executive department, 

These two gentlemen, with others, were in the 
room of Captain Harrison, of the executive depart~- 
ment. After all bad gone except Captain Harrison 
and Mr. Brooks the altercation took place. 

People in the corridors were aitracted by the 
noise, the first persons on the scene being Mr. Hugh 
Gordon and Sam, the porter, who separated the 
combatants, 

Captain Harrison and Mr. Humphreys tell the 
story of the affair. 

CAPTAIN HARRISON’S STORY. 

“Tam exceedingly sorry that this thing cecurred, 
butit cannot be helped now. Some months ago 
Mr. Humphreys and myself had some correspon- 
dence about a pension he was seeking to se.ure for 
a disabled soldier; that matter was settled sometime 
aso. This morning he camein and wanted Judge 
Nesbit to pass on a pension which is now pending. 
The judge was not satisfied withthe proofs and 
came in here to ask me to assist passing on the case. 
While the investigation was zoing on, 1 asked 
some questions in order to asceriain the extent of 
the disabilities under which the appiicant labored 
on account of bis hurts. I asked how the injuries 
prevented «work with his hands, that 
was the meaning of manual labor, and 
to illustrate I asked if he was able to make shoes or 
bottom chairs, Mr, Humpbreys replied thatif put 
in the penitentiary the man miglit learn a trade. 
He said it in a rough manner, asif offended. I 
answered that there was no question of the peni- 
tentiary. I wanted to find out how badly disabled 
the manwas. Nothing further wasserid and the 
case was laidaside. Mr. Humphrey then leti the 
office. In half an hour he returned. He walked 
intothe room, and in avery angry way asserted I] 
had insulted hiw. He snook his finger at me 
and said he would hold me _ personaly 
responsible, I had never intended 
to insult him, but I found my emphatic manner 
had given offense. Herefused bo arcept my states 
meut, and saidI had not acted as a gentleman in 
the promises, I said in that statement he lied. Ile 
reto:ted I was a damned liar. He was within 
rench, solstruck him. Ue hit me about the body 
two orthree times, aud 1 hit him once or twice. 
Then Hugh Gordon grabbed him aud Sam grabbed 
ine. and we were separated, 

“Tam very sorry about it. It is the first time I 
have struck a blow in anger since Iwas a man. ! 
hadino idea of ofe ding Mr.. Humyhreys. I wes 
merely acting asaclerk of the executive depart- 
ment when Lasked the questions which gave of- 
feuse.”’

¢-- tomological commissiou. 


All his habits are known—his goings out 
and his coming in, his two-foot leap by a side- 
- long spring, his facility for swinging himself 
up or down on his web, his regularly organ- 
ized tramping in vast armies when Alexan- 
der-like he seeks new ficlus to conquer. 

There are four stagea of his life, the egg, 
the worm, the chrysalis and the moth. Only 
in his highest development as a moth have 
the lynx-eyed entomologists failed to follow 
him. Not bill Nye’s entomologist, but Uncle 
Sam’s. In that form the caterpillar’s facility 
for extended fiight and its supposed migration 
to warmer regions more favorable for hiber- 
nation have defeated the observers and left 
the secrets of its winter life among the uncer- 
tainties. 

For along time it was generally believed, 
and it is still thought by some, that the hiber- 
nation was in the chrysalis. and this was con- 
sidered as proven beyond peradventure 
by the plewing up of twenty-five

chrysalides during the winter season in a 
cotton field of Thomas county, but upon micro- 
“scopic examination, though closely resembl- 
ing the cotton worm chrysalis, they were 
found to be the chrvysalides of another well 
known insect which has never been known to 
attack the cotton plant. : 

It isnow supposed that the moth of the cotton 
worm spends the winter in the warmest por- 
tion of the cotton belt, seeking refuge -in 
hollow logs, or under the loose scales of pine 
trees. Lv far the larger part of them perish 
by the cold, and but for this, the entonfilogist 
Bays, it would be useless to attempt to raise a 
cotton crop. 

A mild winter, therefore, leaves a larger 
crop of moths to begin the new year, and as 
each moth has acapacity of six thousand eggs, 
the larger number tells in enormous ratio. In 
dry, hot weather comparatively few of these 
eggs hatch out, and at longer intervals than in 
a huimiée atmosphere. Hence two causes this 
year conspire to multiply the caterpillar—the 
mild winter which spared more moths than 
usual and the humid summer which acceler- 
ates the hatching and growth of the worm. 

To go briefly into the biography of the cot- 
ton worm, the subject of this sketch is born 
yery numerously about this time of the year, 
though he has been known to appear as early 
as April and to produce seven generations be- 
tween that time and frost. It is generally be- 
lieved that there are three,crops of the cater- 
pillar, but that isa mistake, as several gener- 
ations usually live and die before they are 
numerous enough to attract the attention of 
the farmer. The entomological commission, 
however, kept moths through the winter, and 
in one ivstauce recorded seven generations 
between April and frost. 

The moth deposits three or four eggs on the 
under side of acoiton leaf, and the worm is 
hatched in three or four days. He crawls out 
of his eggshell some morning before the dew 
is dry, and begins to eat on the soft under side 
of the leaf. He does not go over on the upper 
side. wutil he has shed his skin the second 
time. Asa rule, he goes through this shed- 
ding process tive times, but in quick growing 
seasons like this he sometimes molts only four 
times. After the third or fourth molting, he 
will eatthe hard glazed side of the leaves, 
riddling them as he goes toward the top of the 
plant, and whenthero are no leaves he will 
eat the bark. Failing to get bark, 
he will turn cannibal and eat his fellows. 
Sometimes when a field has been riddled, the 
worms have been known to drop to the ground 
and march atvay in large bodies in_ search of

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new pastures. The life of the worm is from 
one to three weeks. Then he spins his web on 
a leaf, the skin splits on the back of his head, 
gradually works down his back, and leaves the 
chrysalis. The duration of the chrysalis is 
about fifteen days, though the moth has been 
known to come off in a week, or to be kept in 
thirty days. 

One cut shows the chrysalis, which can be 
distinguished from similiar insects by the pecu- 
liar tip of the small end. A magnified section 
(b) of the tip is shown in the cut so that it may 
be carefully examined. Once having observed 
this closely, you will be able to know it if 
ever you plough up a cotton worm chrysalis in 
the winter time. If your chrysalides have not 
tips like this you may Know that they belong 
to some other worin. 

The moth is represented by another cut 
twice the life size. It measures 1} to 14 inches 
across from tip to tip of its wings, and its color 
above is an olive, subdued by a lilac or pur- 
ple. Sometimes it is a clay-yellow or a faint 
golden color. On the under side it is gray. 
The distinguishing marks by which it may be 
Known from other moths are the undulating 
lines of a cormine or vinous tint which 
run across the wings as shown in 
the cnt, this’ dark oval spot near 
the disc of the wings, and the three white 
spots at equal distance between the dark spot 
and the shoulder. 

These minute descriptions are important, as 
itisby them that the chrysalis or the moth 
may be recognized when foundin the winter 
scason, and it is important to be on the look- 
out for them in order that their place of hiber- 
nation may be located. An interesting fact 
in this connection is that tho caterpillars have 
appeared the last four years on the Coosa river 
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| although during part of that time they have not 


been heard of in other sections of Georgia. He 
is firmly convinced that they Hibernate in that 
vicinity, and he thinks they find shelter iu 
some of the numerous caves of the neighbor- 
hood. That is an interesting question and the 
examination of the caves in the winter 
time might lead to interesting discoveries. 
It could not the questien wholly, 
however, for in the greater part of the regions 
affected this year there are no caves and the

formation does not fayor them. Leaving out 
exceptional local circumstances, there seems 
to be no escape from the wmigration theory. 
The moths of the cotton worm have been 
found as far north as New England and Chicago 
and some have been seen far out at sea. The 
worm has been known to destroy peaches in 
Kansas in September and eat cantelopes in 
Wisconsin about.the same time. The moth’s 
fitful flight in the day time is no criterion of 
its powers of locomotion, for then it moves 
only when disturbed and seeks the nearest place 
of safety, but at night, when not engaged in 
laying eggs or sipping the sweets of cotton 
blooms and other flowers, it rises high in the 
air and makes long flights. 

The ravages of the worms may be checked 
by a change to dry, hot weather or by the thor- 
ough application of such poisons as Paris greén 
and London purple, as directed by Commis- 
sioner Henderson in the interview below. Care 
should be taken tofollow the directions accu- 
rately and intelligently, as too much poison 
would kill the cotton plant, and a lack of uni- 
formity in the distribution would fail to kill 
ali the caterpillars. 

Reports as to the damage in Georgia and 
other parts of the south are given below. 
Fortunately the crop south of Macon is too far 
advanced to be materially damaged.

REPORTS FROM THE CHIEFS 


Of the Agricultural Bureaux of the Differ- 
ent States. 

The commissioners of agriculture of the 
cotton-growing states were asked by telegraph 
yesterday to forward their estimates of the 
damage wrought by the caterpillar. It will be 
seen that several commissioners regard the 
season as too far advanced for much damage 
to-result, but others think a destructicn of 
fifty pei cent possible. The replies of the com- 
missioners of the other states will be preceded 
by an interview with Commissioner Hender- 
son, of Georgia. 

What Commissioner Henderson Thinks. 

“I haye never known north Gecrgia to suffer 
much from the caterpillar; the counties usually 
aflected ere Eariy, Dougher:y, Baker, Lee-and 
others having large water courses where the land is 
exceedingly fertile and the sialks' grow 
luxuriantly. I haye never heard of any com- 
plaint in Stewart county or a great deal north 
of that. They are more liable to attack those 
counties than the regions farther north, tu: 
from what I can learn the crop in south Georgia is 
now too far advauced to be much damaged. There 
are some localities, however, in which the crop is 
late, and they may be alfected. 

“The first complaint I heard was from Jolin Tur- 
ner, of Flegd, Mr. A. F. Woolley, of Barfow. reports 
thatacropin his neighborhood was riddied, and 
the worms are damaging creps in Polk, I hear 
some complaints from middie Georgia, particularly 
from Greene, some irom Wilkes, and some of iste 
from Newton, I have not heard from any other 
partof Georgia such devastations as Mr. Woolley 
reports from Bartow and Mr. Turner reports from 
Floy4a.”’ 

THE REMEDIES SUGGESTED. 

Commissioner Henderson says the farmer 
can protect his crop from the caterpillar by using 
polsons—either Parisi green or London purple. He 
SAYS: 

I consider Paris green the best remedy, an d nex 
comes L°ndon purple. They may be boughtin 
quantities in the whoisesale drug atores of Atlanta, 
Macon, Augusta, Columbus and Savaunah, 
Loudon purple for five or six cents 
a pound and Paris green for twelve or fiiteen, 

“Tuere are several methods of applying Paris 
grec. One method in Alabama, Mississippi and 
Texas is to put small quantities in sacks made of 
ordinary shirting, not toosiezy. The baes are tied 
on the ends of a pole long enough to extend over 
three rows of cotton, the center ot the pole balanc- 
ing on the pomel of the saddle as the operator rides 
through the feld. The motion of the horse is sufti- 
cient to shake enough Paris’ green out 
of the bags to destioy the worms. It isa very fine 
powder ani a very litile of it will _ suffice; 
a pound to the aere will be euough. 

“Another plan is used by Mr. W. P. Orme, ot 
Chambers county, Alabamoe, a correct thinker and 
a close observer. Until recentiy he mixed twenty- 
five pounds of flour with a pound of paris green, 
and had it anptied sitha sieve. Now he applies it 
inixed the some in flour with a Cahorn seed disirib- 
utor. He puisthe inixtureiu the hopper and the 
turning of the erauk distributes it more uniformly 
than any other method. The distributor may be 
had in the sced stores of Atianta and other centers, 

“The London pur le is put in water, @ pound to 
eighty poundsof water, and applied with a sprink- 
ler, Which isa kind of tin pump made for the pur- 
pose—sometiing likea lawn sprinkler. One bhun- 
dred pounds of the solution is enough for an acre. 
It snouid be applicd in a tine spray, as itis a deadly 
poison, and you don’t want to put on too much, It 
shonid be thrown on in a mist about like # barber's 
spray. Either of these remedies carefully, uniformiy 
and intelligently a;:plied will be effective.”’ ;

Along the 
Brazos river, in central Texas, and iin 
a number of countics in north Texas, the boll 
worm has been very destructive, and the vield cut 
short, Onthe whole, however, the prospect fora 
full average cropis very flattering.

JACKSON, Miss., September 2.—[Special.]— 
Cotton worms have appeared generally throughout 
the state, Inthe delta section paris green is being 
used. and no damage bas been done, In the north- 
eastern or prairie section great damage is reported. 
In the extreme northern and southern portions they 
have appeared only inspots. There is yet time for 
great damage where poison is not used,

WHAT LEGISLATORS SAY. 


Inquiries Among Them Develop Various 
Opinions. 

Inquiries among members of the legislature, 
who have just come from home or just heard 
fromi there, show that as yet the caterpillars 
have done little damaage, except in Floyd and 
Crawford. Here are some sample interviews 
‘from different parts of the state: 

Mr. Hand, of Mitchell: “I was at home Saturday, 
and saw no caterpillars on my place. There are few 
in that section as I inquired as far north as Albany. 
The crop there, except on new ground, 
is too far advanced to be hurt by them now, eveu If 
they should appea.r’’ : 

Mr. Brady, of Sum¢gr: “They won’t hurt anything 
south of Macon. The caterpillars have sicpt over 
their rights too long.”’ 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond: “Iwas at home Satur- 
day and tbere are not many caterpillars in Rich- 
mond. The cropis tog far advanced to be much 
damaged.” 

Mr. Johnson, of Crawford: “The caterpillars are 
eating up the young cotton in Crawford, and will 
ruin nearly half the crop, for nearly half is young 
enough for them to destroy it,” 

Dr. Singleton, of Taylor: “The worms wil not 
do much damage in my county.’’ 

Colonel Crowder, of Forsyth: “The caterpillars 
have appeared in some places, but I hardly think 
they can do us much damage before the cotton 1s be- 
yond them.” 

Pr. Felton of Bartow; “I found a tew caterpillars in 


| may clop. They are appearing somewhat in the 


low grounds. Jt will take twenty daysto put the 
crop beyoud their reach, but Ido not expect them 
to do much damage. It is only the first crop which 
has now opened.”’ 
Mr. Turner of Floyd: “My crop wilt be damaged 
one-half.

THE SITUATION IN GEORGIA. 


Reports of the Ravages of the Worm From 
All Poiuts. 

QuITMAN, Ga., September 2.—[Special.]—A 
few caterpillars have appeared in Brooks, but no 
dumage is reported. I have not heard of half a 
dozen inthe county. Across the line in Florida 
they are reported as doing some damage. South 
Georgia, sofaras I can ascertain, anticipates no 
loss from this source. 

A Loss of Sixty Per Cent. 

NEWNAN, Ga., September 2.—[Special.]— 
My information on Saturday night about caterpil- 
lars was based on reports giuen by Judge Camp, of 
Moreland, and other extensive farmers, From in- 
quiries made today, these insects are doing the 
greatest injury around Senoja, Moreland and 
Grantsyille. Camp baslost some of his best cotton 
fields, Colonel Methyille, of Senofa, says the !oss 
in that section is one third on forward aud two 
thirds on late cotton, uniess damp weather 
ceases. Judge Cook and M, H. Couch corroborate 
his estimate. Mr. Caleb Harris, of Turin, says he 
has one piece of twenty-five acres that would have 
made eighteen bales of cotton four days ago that 
will not yield three bales now, The worms, so far, 
are not on every farm, but iu every community and 
spreading rapidly. They muiltipiy at a marvelous 
rate and their destruction on the late coiton is com. 
— The Messrs, Carmichael, on Mr. Andrew Cal- 
ioun’s plantulion, jin Meriwether county, report 
heavy losses. The caterpillars are just beyiuning 
the webbing period in some places. Three days is 
ample timeto destroya ficld. Reports from the 
Chattahoochee and Cedartown vaileys are ofa 
similar naiure. Mr. Sam Liegh and Mr, John 
Arnold, near Grantsavilie, are fearful of fatal resuits. 
Kein washes off tbe paris green, and damp, cloudy 
weather is favorable io the eatperilars and theri 
Cori is rotting and badly moulding in 
the ear. Unless the weather changes fot the better 
atonee, the farmersof this section will get only 
about foriy per cent of their crop estimate of ten 
“days ago. 


The Stand Usualiy Good. 


W AYNESBORO, Ga., September 2.—[Special. ] 
The ecvtton crop and thecora crop ot Burke ls 
unusually good. The cotton is attacked by the 
caterpillars only insectionsof the county. Some 
farms have been damaged already, while some 
have none at all. 

Major Walker McCalhoun says that the eotton 
crop here will be cut off at least oDe- half by them. 
He hus large planting interests, and is a competent 
iudge 
Mr. William E. Jones, of Wilkins, Neely & Jones, 
says none of Major Wilkius’s private farms 
nor any of their ecustomers have becn 
troubled with the caterpillars, yet ve 
hear of them, however, in new places every 
Gay the real damage they wili do depends, so the 
farmers all say, upon the weather we have inthe 
future. Cool, damp weather is favorable to them. 
We have them iniarge quantities in ‘some farms, 
where they have eaten the entire top of the cotton 
stalk. Iu other large sections of the county there 
are none at all, What percentage of the cotton 
they consume, will depead upon the progress they 
make. We have had themfin the county for more 
than a month, 

Damage in Spots. 

CUTHBERT,.Ga., September 2.—[Speeial. ]— 
The caterpiller isin Rando!ph county, but not gen- 
eral. The damage by them so far is slight on up- 
land, and in the old cotton they do not seem to 
thrive. Instances are numerous where they con- 
pletely stripped a few acres, icaving the balance of 
the same field unmolested, The bottom and youny 
cotton on fresh ground has not fared so well, and 
should thev become more general, they can yet do 
great damage, especially in these crops. The con- 
tinuous and heavy rains for the past few days has 
seriously interferred with gathering the cotton crop, 
besides injuring the grade. Hes also prevented 
muny from saving vice crops of hay. 

The Estimates Will Be Reduced 

Americus, Ga., September 2.—[Special.]—

THE CITY COUNCIL 


THE CITY LAW MAKERS CONVENE IN 
REGULAR SESSION. 


The Park Committee Object to the Appro- 
priation—A New Park Suggested on the 
North Side—The Alliance Exchange. 


The Alliance exchange matter was before 
the council yesterday.

Tne resolution provided that the mayor appoint a 
committee consisting of three members of the gen- 
eral council and five citizens, to take such steps as 
is necessary to secure the location of the state ex- 
change of the Farmers’ Alliance. 

“I think Mr. Hemphill’s resolution a proper one,” 
said Mayor Glenn. “Two communications from a 
committee of the Farmers’ State Alliance have 
been seni to you asking the city of Atlanta wnat in- 
ducement wiil be offered to have the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance exchange of Georgia located in thiscity. At- 
lanta is undoubtediy the most suitable place fer its 
location, and I ha¥e no doubt that the city will be 
greatly beneiited by having it pluced here. As a 
corporation the city has no right under the Jaw to 
make a donation for this purpose, and if it is made 
it must be done by the citizens. I would surgest 
that you authorize the appointment of a committee 
from your body to act in -conjunction with a com- 
mittee of citizens for the purpose of investigating 
the matter and taking such steps as will secure the 
location of the exchange in Atlant.” 

Mr. Hemphill’s ‘resolution was adopted, and 
Mayor Glenn will name his committee today.
